Near the new collage of Mr. and 
.Mrs. W. L. Barrows, out Cedar 
Hill way, some twelve new dwell 
int; houses are being built. And in 
about every section of Hat I ford 
new dwellings and apartments aii< 
being built But traveling by tioU 
ley through the country outoftiie 
city onesees very little building and 
little or no new land being cleared 
and planted. 

Our deaf people here in Connec- 
ticut, who complain of increased 
trolley farns of six and seven cents, 
should visit Itostoii, where one pays 
ten cents every time he rides on a 
trolley car, whether for five blocks 
or five miles.

West Hart- 
ford, except the unbroken acres of 
rolling grass land and an abandon 
ed farm dwelling thereon. Nothing 
has been done out there yet. That 
Sunday service for the deaf was the 
first of many Sunday services for 
the deaf that will in years to come 
be held in that West Hartford 
community. We refer to the new 
school chapel servios.

July 17, 1919 — Just one month 
ago this moriilM.; we left the good 
old town, Columbus, Ohio, bound 
to the selling sun. In an inside 
pocket we cairied an Invitation 
from the lios Aageles Silent Club 
to make an address to its members 
when in the Ang.<lie City. Satur- 
day morning last, our kind host 
and hostess, Mr. and Mis. James 
M. Park, wheeled us over in their 
auto. There are three routes from 
Santa Barbara to Los Angeles, and 
the middle route from Ventura was 
chosen. From Moutecilo to the 
Ventura, 'he road zigzags along the 
rolling Pacific, whose dashing 
waves ai. I their moanings fell upon 
deaf ei'iH. Al.»^ ! But there is 
compeus.tion for • very loss, and so 
the cooliiiL' brei zes that came from 
the great expall^«• of 1 lie sea brought 
pleasure and made the ride as well 
as the scenery iinleed enjoyable as 
we passed Hlong. After leaving 
Ventura and ilie ocean we passed 
along cultivalid sfotions, there 
were long streti'li's of beans in 
some places, ol Kiii^lisli walnuts, 
and a[iricot grove.x and lemons 
The bean crop v,i\\ ooly average 
about fifty per cent, ol a full crop, 
because of weather conditions. 
The walnut trees are heavily loaded 
and if no enemy conies between 
now and time of fruition, the crop, 
will be great. Apricot trees were 
heavily laden with fruit, in some 
places Just lurning yellow and 
crimson, iu others pickers had just 
been or weie [ticking the fruit. We 
zigzagged up, down and around 
high elevations, and passed along 
rocky ravines and again green fields 
ftud then Into Hollywood, a place 
of fine residence.", sfiacious lawns, 
bedecked with palms and flowers, 
climbing roses, geraniums rich in 
bloom and of every hue. It will 
not be long before Hollywood will 
be part of Los Angeles, though 
quite a distac< liom it now, so fast 
is the growth ol the Angelic City. 

At 1:15, we reached the Savoy 
Hotel, having made the trip of 103 
miles in four and a half hours and 
it was certainly a fine one to an 
Easterner unfamiliar with the great 
(expanse of California, with its 
m(Mintains, valleys and gorges 
And Los Angeles. How it has 
grown I From a small (!ity in 1897, 
when we first set foot in it, till now, 
sliu has become one of magnificent 
distances, dotted with large and 
lofty buildings, well paved streets, 
numerous street cars, fine residences 
that indicate wealth and refine 
ment. The business center of the 
cil>, at times, seems a perf^l bee 
hive. Broadway, for instance, is 
thronged with people from early 
morn till late into the night and 
compares favorably with the busy 
th-roiighfaies of New York City. It 
will not be long ere the city will 
outstrip San Francisco at the pre- 
sent rate of population and growth. 
In the evening, we repaired t^ 
Roosevelt Hall, where the "Silent 
Club" has a large room and holds 
its weekly meetings Saturday eve- 
nings. The entertainments are of 
a social and literary character. 

The hall was well filled on the 
evening in question, over 160 being 
present, a number coming from a 
(Jistanee. Aft/er the piellmiuaries, 
the writer was introdiK^ed anil 
spoke on Patriotism, luiving first 
eulogized the state on-ita variety of 
attractions and resources Ujat draw 
people to it. He was followed by 
Mr. James M. I*ark, with a few 
remarks on sticking to one's trade 
and laying tip for a rainy day. 
Mrs. FMielps Rothert, of Nebraska, 
rendered to fine effect a poem, 
"Libeifj EolighteninK the World "; 
Mrs. Terry, on "The Handicai>s of 
the Deaf"; Mr. Maisden, "Job 
Hunting," and Mr. Oiild, holding 
on " One's Job." A heaii>' vote of 
thanks was tendered the visiting 
speakers for addressea and rendi- 
tions. The President, Mi. Bert E 
Burress, tlien Hnnunnced that Mrs. 
J. C. Balis, of Canada, would ad- 
dress the Club on the 19th, snd Mr 
Rothert, of Omaha, Nel)., on the 
evening of Hie 26lh, and hoped both 
of tho speakers would be greeted 
with an attendance like this eve- 
ning's.

'I'h* l..iirB:eBt Animal 

The blue whale is not ouly the 
largest animal that lives to-day upon 
the earth or in ils waters, but so far 
as is known, it is the largest animal 
lliat has ever lived, declares Mr. R. 
C. Andrews in Whale Hunling with 
Gun an<l Camera. Even those ex- 
tinct reptiles, the dinosaui, which 
spashed along Ihe borders of Ihe in 
laud seas of Wyoming and Montana 
a million or more years ago, could 
not approach a blue whale either in 
length or weight. 

In lOO;) Dr. F. A. Lucas weighetl 
in sections a blue whale take at New- 
foundland. The animal was 
sevonty-eight feel long and thirty- 
five feet rouud the shoulders; the 
head was nineteen fool in length and 
the flukes sixteen feel from tip lo 
lip. The total weight was sixty- 
three tons; Ihe flesh weighed forty 
tons; Ihe lilnbber, oiKht tons; the 
blood, viscera aud spleen, seven 
tons; an«l the bones, eight tons. 

Kxaguerated accounts of ihe size 
of this species are current even in 
ntputable books on natural history, 
but the largest speoiineii that has 
been measured aud recorded was 
eighty-seven feet long. It was 
stranded a few years ago ou the 
Ciiast of New Zealand anil it must 
have weiglied al least seventy-five 
tons. I have measured two blue 
wliales elghty-Hve feet long, but 
specimens of that size are very 
rare. 

All the whalers who have hunted 
in the South Atlantic or Pacific 
tell remarkable tales of the en 
ormous blue whales that are killed 
off Kergnelen ami the South Georgia 
islauds. No douitt the species 
.sometimes leachcs ninety or 
po.ssibly iiinoly-flve feet, but the 
stories of one-hundred and-flfteeu, 
aud - one - hundred and Iweuty-foot 
whales are certainly myths. As 
Dr. Lucas aptly says, "All whales 
shrink under the tape measure." 

The piincipal reason why whales 
are attic lo atlttin such an enormous 
size is that tlieii bodies are support- 
ed by the water in which they live. 
A bird is limited to the weight that 
its wings can bear up in the air. 
A land animal, if it becomes too 
large, cannot hold ils bod.v off the 
ground or move about rapidly and 
is douiued io coitaiu destruction. 
But a whale has to face none of 
these problems and can grow with 
out restraint. 'Hie sperm and right 
whales float when killed, but the fin 
whales usually sink, although the 
specific gravity of their bodies is 
Veiy little greater Ihini Ihat of 
water.
